2. IN RESPONSE TO SHAH'S ADDRESS. MASHAD CLERGY GAVE THEIR 
ASSESSMENT OF PROBLEMS CONFRONTING IRANIAN YOUTH. ACCORDING

CONCERNED CLERGY. PROMINENTLY PUBLICIZED RECEPTION WITH 
"TENS OF THOUSANDS" LINING FLOWER-STREWN ROUTE FROM 
AIRPORT TO SHIRINE AND HEAVY COVERAGE OF EMPRESS IN FULL 
LENGTH CADOR GARB WILL NOT BE LOST ON ISLAMIC COMMUNITY 
IN OTHER PARTS OF IRAN. ONE INTERESTING FACET OF SHRINE 
VISIT WAS "EXCHANGE OF VIEWS" BETWEEN SHAH AND ISLAMIC
